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ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Francestown School Board: 


It costs $100 a year to keep a person in school, and $300 a year 
to keep him in a reformatory, jail or prison. The public takes its 
choice. Congress, by a $22,000,000 appropriation for schooling 
in Citizens’ Military Training Camps, has reflected the desperate 
fear of all thoughtful citizens that life and property, particularly 
in the small towns through which roving gangs of boys, totalling 
hundreds of thousands, will no longer be safe. Idle hands, un- 
trained brains, turn to crime, almost always. 

Moreover, the education in reformatories, jails, prisons, as in 
the Citizens’ Military Camps, is for today and for the future. Cer- 
tain thoughtless or childless citizens are crying for a return to con- 
ditions of twenty years ago. Yet out of those conditions grew a 
World War. By their reasoning, let us ride in automobiles of the 
model of 1913, on plain dirt roads, do without radio, cheap electric 
light and power, and throw away all the improvements of the last 
twenty years, which were more than in the previous seventy-five. 

The saddest comment that can be made on education of that 
period is that apparently it had so little effect on so many who re- 
ceived it. Children wish for progress. Their enemies wish to 
shove them back into the years out of which American civilization 
has slowly climbed, paying a tremendous toll of heartache. It is 
not the fault of today’s children that the world is as itis. Itis the 
fault of those in control in 1913. There are even those who pray 
for a return of those days. Childless or thoughtless, they would 
again offer up a nation’s life blood, if their pocketbooks were to be 
filled again. 

Where is our boasted American civilization when Russia leads 
the world in educating the children of its state? When Italy, 
Germany, France, Great Britain, are standing firmly by their chil- 
dren, are supporting modern education as never before? Parents 
are rushing to the support of the schools; statesmen and public 
leaders are bending every energy to maintain American educa- 
tionalideals. Inthe schools is the future safety of every individual 
both as to property and life. Yet in many great regions of the 
United States there are more votes by the childless and the 
thoughtless than the parents and the public spirited can muster 
for the defense of children and the safety of the state. 

The standard of the Francestown public schools is still at a high 
level. The success of its graduates in high schools of high rank, 
is most gratifying. There is always a small per cent who find high 
school work of the formal, college preparatory level, somewhat 
difficult. 

The following decreases in cost have occurred during the last 
two years. Administration, 16% due to the employment of clerical 
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service which makes possible long time planning and stops small 
leaks. Text books, 92%. Supplies, 67%. Other educational 
expenses, 63%, also due to clerical service which prepares most of 
the testing and checking material for which towns lacking clerical 
service must pay to maintain the assurance of continuation of any 
level of schooling. Water, light, and janitor’s supplies, 10%. 
Minor repairs and expenses, 22%. Transportation, 35%. Other 
special activities, 80%. 

How much longer this decrease can continue without causing 
the children, the town and the future, to pay a frightful price for 
it, is one of the problems for the parents and public-minded citizen 
seriously to consider. 

It is a poor time to tinker with an engine when the boat is going 
upstream. 

We hope and believe that the citizenry of Francestown will rally 
to the support of their sole enduring asset, their children; and give 
to the school board the credit for the efficient management which 
it so greatly merits. We are not yet ready to yield to ignorance, 
nor to return to it. There is need for a return of pioneer courage, 
and for the old spirit of American civilization which set a school 
house in every settlement and defended it against Indians.
